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ON VALENCIA LIFE BOATS. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED 
VICTORIA (B. c.) Feb. 17.—After 

examining the life raft brought from 
Turtle Island and some life pre- 
Servers, both of cork and tule, the 
Canadian government comrnissiuners 
today heard the evidence of E. X. 
Campbell, a commercial traveler, who 
lost his wife and daughter in the Valen- 
cla disaster, to the effect that twenty 
minutes elapsed after the steamer 
Struck before No. 3 boat, in which he, 
with his wife, daughter and twelve 
others left the vessel, was lowered. 
The boat had no trouble getting away 
from the wreck. In the twenty min- 
utes he looked for officers to ascertain 
what to do; but found none. There 
was no panic, but a total lack of man- 
agement. No one seemed to direct 
things. He had no idea who ordered 
the lowering of thes boa There was 
no one in charge. The only member of 
the crew in the boat was a fireman. 
The boat's plug did not fit and the 
hole-pin was not good, breaking after 
the oars had been shipped with diffi- 
culty, and letting an oar drift away. 
The boat became unmanageable, was 
tossed in the breakers and turned over, 
drowning his wife and daughter and 
five others. He managed to get ashore. 
Had there been an officer in charge of 
the boat he thought it could have rid- 
den out to sea. F. Richley, a fireman 
of the Valencia, gave evidence that 
though he had been assigned to No. 5 
boat he did not know how the boat was 
equipped or where located on the 
steamer. He assisted in lowering two 
boats and escaped in No. 6, of whose 
complenent he and F. F. Bunker were 
the only survivors. He thought he was 
in No. 5 boat until afterward. He did 
not know by whose orders the boats 
were lowered and saw no one in charge. 
There was no doctor on the Valencia.

ANOTHER BLOW AT THE FAMILY

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Today, for 
the first time in many years, the Sen- 
ate chamber was made the scene of 
an effort to administer party discipline 
to a member of that body, and the oc- 
currence was one of So many dramatic 
incidents that the many witnesses wil! 
rot soon forget it. Mr. Patterson was 
subject of the effort, and Mr. Baliey.

The proceeding arose in connection 
with the consideration of Mr. Patter- 
gon’s resolution against cau: us action 
on tréaties with foreign nations. The 
Colorado Senator today called up his 
resolution immediately after the cor.- 
clusion of the routine morning busi- 
ness and addressed the Senate upon it. 
His speech was, in the main, an elab- 
oration of his resolution, and he con- 
tended stoutly for the right of a Sen- 
ator to Tollow the dictates of his con- 
science. rather than the demands of 
his party in all matters regarding 
which the two may be in conflict. It 
Was not until after he had concluded 
that the proceedings took on an air 
of intensity and excitement. 

Mr. Bailey, like most of the mem- 
bere of his party, had interpreted 
Mr. Patterson's resolution as a delib- 
erate restriction upon the Democratic 
caucus, and from the moment Mr. 
Bailey arose he assumed an aggressive 
and somewhat taunting manner to- 
ward the Colorado Senator. His 
speech was based upon the theory that 
all Senators are under obligations to 
obey conscience, rather than caucus, 
but that in doing so they antagonize 
their party and should hold themselves 
responsible to their party. but the 
speech was more notable for its ar- 
raignment of Mr. Patterson for his 
course than for ita adherence to any 
line of argument. r. Bailey charged 
the Senator from Colorado with having 
been a party to the adoption, in a pre- 
vious caucus, of the rule binding Sena- 
tors to the two-thirds rule. This 
charge, and Mr. Patterson's response 
to it, constituted a most dramatic in- 
cident, and the feeling throughout the 
Senate chamber was very tense until 
the climax was 

Mr. Patterson failed to recall the 
proceedings of the previous caucus, 
but Mr. Balley’s colleague, Mr. Cul- 
berson, was prepared with a copy of 
those proceedings, and when he had 
exhibited it, Mr. Patterson said that 
he would not undertake to dispute the 
record. He was inclined at first to

But not One Amendment To 
Rate Bill Adopted. 


House Orders Roll Call And 
Puts Over the Vote. 

Exciting Scene and Best Or- 
of Debate. |

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—By contin- 
ulng its session practically to 7 o'clock, 
the House concluded all preliminary 
steps to the passage of the Railroad 
Rate Bill, ordered a roll-call on the 
measure and put off final action until 
tomorrow. The time for amendmen’ 
came at four o'clock and for three 
hours following one amendment after 
another came up, was read, debated 
in some instances and went down to 
defeat. So flerce was the strugele to 
amend that often when a paragraph 
of the bill was concluded in the réad- 
ing, a dozen members waved their 
amendments and shouted for recogni- 
tion. Not one of these was adopted. 
They contained all manner of proposi- 
tions, such as regulating prefentials, 
the long and short haul, free passes, 
court procedure, whole rate bills and 
parts of Dills, but all went by the 
beard. 

Previous to the exciting proceedings 
the House had been entertained for 
five hours by the oratory of its best 
speakers. Mr. W. Bourke Cockran of 
New York gave his spproval to the 
measure in an élaborate speech. Mr. 
Mann of Miinois, follow: Then the 
minority leader, Mr. Witiama, of 
Mississippi, expounded the measure 
and congratulated everybody on its 
success. Chairman Hepburn closed 
the debate in a comprehensive speeci 
dealing with the arguments of ts oe 
ponents and the terms of the bill. 

The bill was taken up at 11 o'clock 
and Mr.Cockran announced his position 
in favor of the bill. While he did no: 
consider it a panacea for all evils, it 
was a most Wholesome manifestation 
of un unanimous public determination 
to Geal with the rate evils.

RAILROAD HISTORY.

IMPERIAL CANAL PLAN, 


Stockholder Holt of , Development 
Company Proposes Scheme for 
Settlement of Troubles. 


L. M. Holt, a stockholder in the Cal- 
ifornia Development Company, has is- 
sued a circular to stockholders of the 
severa] mutual water companies of 
the Imperial canal system, suggesting 
a plan for placing the ownership of the 
canal system in the hands of the men 
who own the lands to be irrigated. He 
reviews the history of the canal sys- 
tem, tells of the litigation now pend- 
ing In various courts and of the dis- 
sensions in the development company 
and declares the belief that the South- 
ern Pacific seeks to wreck the organ- 
ization, of which it has gained con- 
trol pending the repayment of certain 
loans, 

Mr. Holt avers that it is the appar- 
ent intention of the Southern Pacific 
to put the development company in a 
position where it cannot help itself 
and then to turn over the Imperial 
canal system to the United States Rec- 
lamation Service on terms that will 
not be satisfactory to settlers in the 
valley, and that will enable the rall- 
road company to irrigate ite own lands 
for a nominal con ration. 


Imperial Irrigation Company be in- 
corporated with 500,000 shares at $10 
each; that this stock be distributed 
without cost to the various mutual wa- 
ter companies on a proper basis: that 
the new corporation pay off the in- 
debtedness of the California Develop- 
ment Company and take over its prop- 
erty; and that the stockholders of the 
development company be reimbursed | 
for time and money expended in build- 
ing the system by yearly payments that 
would be advantageous to all interests. 

Cheaper water and a continuance of 
the prosperity of the Imperial Valley, 
together with expansion, are predict- 
ed by Holt if his plan for a settlement 
of the difficulties be followed.

He did not expect such a 
host of creditors. 

Some of the heaviest losers were loth 
to tell how much they have sunk in 
swamp lands at Long Beach. One 
man, who is in to the extent of sev- 
eral thousand dollars, declared his 


losses are slight and said he will not 
prosecute Barbour. Another heavy 
loser said: “I'm out about six bits.” 


The multitude of women who took 
an interest in the lands of the Back 
Bay tract are the most insistent.

GRASS EXPERT RETURNS. 


Agriculture to Resume Study of 
Fertilizing Crops. 


Prof. S. M. Tracy, special agent of 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture, reached this city yesterday 
from Texas and is a guest at the Van 
Nuys. He spent some time in this 
section last fall in an investigation of 
the various crops grown for cover 
and fertilization purposes in the citrus 
groves, and his present visit is for @ 
continuation ef the same line of work. 

In discussing the subject last night 
he stated that citrus growers every- 
where recognize the value and neces- 
sity of such crops, but there is a wide 
difference of opinion as to the best 


stage of growth at which they can be 
plowed under most profitably and the 
season during which they can be grown 
most profitably and to secure accurate 
information on these and other mat- 


crops is increasing at a rapid rate in 
the entire citrus region of Southern 
California, the acreage this year being 
25 per cent. greater than ever before, 
and the results of the investigation win 
be of great importance to all parts of 
the country. 

Prof. Tracy states that as the section 
contiguous to Los Angeles is the most 
important citrus region in the country, 
the department will make its prinel- 
pal investigations here, and it is the 
intention to make the work very thor- 
ough. This is important for, as the cost 
ot using chemical fertilizing material 
is from 40 to 50 cents per tree each 
year, and that equally good results are 
secured by the cultivation of these fer- 
tilizing crops, it is necessary that full 
and complete information. on these 
crops be had. 

It is the belief of the department 
that the intelligent use of the Canada 
cow peas, vetches and like crons,. 
will result In a saving of fully one- 
third the usual cost of fertilizers and 
also a big saving in the cost of cultl- 
vation. The action of the department

The State issued acertificate of pur- 
chase and Williams felt he was safe. 
With recent developments and im- 
provements he believed his future os 
a man of affairs was assured. But sub- 
sequent to the time when he received 
his certificate the Southern Pacific 
“jumped” his land—that is what his 
counsel contended yesterday—and pro- 
ceeded to utilize it for the transpor- 
tation business. Then Williams be- 
gan to get busy and began a suit to 
quiet title. 
For Williams appeared G. 8. Hupp, 


while Flint 4 Barker, Barker & Bow- 
en, J. W. McKinley, Carr & Stephens 
and J. J. Foulds had all been entered 
as attorneys for the railroad corpora- 


The suit involved not only the hold- 
ings of Williams, but about sixty acres 
more of water frontage, and the entire

PLAY FOR DELAY. 
TRIAL OF BUCK Is SET. 


Morris Buck continued to appear in 
his adopted role of a crazy man when 
brought up in the criminal court yes-} 
terday to enter his plea to the charge 
of having murdered Mrs. C. A. Can- 
field, and to have his case set for trial. 

With disheveled hair and unshaven 
face he went forward with downcast 
eyes, and throughout the proceedings 
pretended to take no notice or under- 
stand the procedure going on. , 

When called upon to plead “gulity” 
or “not guilty.” Buck lifted his head 
but did not open his mouth. His at- 
torney, A. D. Warner, said they would 
enter a plea of “not guilty,” and 
thereupon filed a demurrer to the in- 
formation claiming want of jurisdic- 
tion on the part of the court inasmuch 
as the information was not sworn to 
by the District Attorney, and that it 
didn’t conform to the requirements of 
the statute inasfar as the detailed 
statement of the offense was not set 
out. 

Judge Smith overruled the demurrer 


this State. 

Dist.-Atty. Fredericks then raised’ 
the point that the defendant had not 
entered his plea inasmuch as he him- 
kept silent. Judge Smith 
thereupon asked Buck to plead, but the 
man maintained his stony gaze. There- 
upon the court exercised his preroga- 
tive. 

“The defendant refuses to plead. Mr. 

erk, let his plea of ‘not guilty’ be 
entered.”’ 

Buck raised his head and mumbled 
something that was inaudible. 

The court suggested that February 
19 be set as the date for the trial, and 
immediately Attorney Warner was on 
his feet in protest. He said it was 
impossible; that depositions would 
have to be taken in Arkansas and In- 
nois and at Spokane and Seattle; that 
he couldn't possibly go to trial before 
April 1. So far, said Warner, although 
he had spent several hours with his 
client, he had been utterly unable to 
get anything out of him. 

“Our information is that Buck talks 
very readily in jail,” interposed Mr. 
Fredericks. 

“Well,” answered Warner,” I taiked 
three hours and again twe hours with 
him yesterday and was unable to glean 
anything upon which I could base a 
defense.” 


The District Attorney wanted a 
speedy trial and the court was inclinod 
the same way. Ultimately the trial 
was set for March 12. 

“The trial ought to be early.“ said 
Judge Smith, “for from the look of 
things 1 have assumed that I may 
have to empanel a jury to pass upon 
this man's sanity.”

News from Monterey, Mex., says: 
“An American business man of this 
city who was on a visit a few days ago 
to a mining camp situated near here, 
was surprised and mystified to hear 
one Mexican miner say to his com- 
panions as they came from the depths 
a mine: 
“Come over to the eantina tonight 
and take some dynamite with me.’ 
“The American superintendent ex- 
plained the invitation: 
bat was not an invitation to take 

a drink of some new brand of liquor, as 
might be supposed, he said. Those 
two Mexicans are dynamite § fiends. 
They actually eat dynamite and get 
drunk on the dangerous substance.’ 
“Tt is @ fact that many of the Mexi- 
can minérs of the peon class are dyna- 
mite eaters. It is a vice that is rapidly 
spreading to all of the mining camps 
in Mexico. Ford. a prominent 
American mining man of the Guada- 
lupe y Calvo district, said concerning 
this new habit: 
„Users of dynamite soon learn that 
it is a powerful stimulant, and that 
the effects of intoxication are pleasing 
while they last beyond the most excru- 
clating phantasies of an opium dream. 
Dynamite ts manufactured for the pur- 
of smashing things. and a tiny 

t of it coursing through the veins 
smashes the whole end out of care and 
blows duliness into atoms. 
The “dynamiteur” usually is very 
dainty and exact in his method of go- 
ing about the introduction of the high 
explosive into his system The pre- 
ferred way to do this is to cut off a 
small piece of 55 per cent. “dyna,” 
about the size of a pea. This is dis- 
solved in a small glass of mescal or 
tequile, and the draught is quaffed 
down with a gusto that comes from 
pleasant anticipations. The performer 
of this trick then rolls in his blanket 
and stretches himself at length in the 
cool shade. It is said that very soon 
his nerves begin to tingle and stranger 
dreams come to him than the weird

ro BUILD MONSTER SMELTER. 


Guggenheims Representatives Planning 
Large Custom Smelter Near 
San Francisco Bay. 


The smelter trust is so well con- 
vinced that the world’s supply of cop- 
per is falling behind the demand that it 
has decided to erect, on San Francisco 
Bay, perhaps at Port Costa, the largest 
customs smelter in the world, says the 
San Francisco Chronicie. 

There are present in the city a num- 
ber of the Guggenheim smelter men, 
who have been conferring with regard 
to the best point at ¢ wich to locate the 
works, which are to be of the most ap- 
proved construction, and capable of 
handling not less than 1000 tons of ores 
a day. W. R. Rust, general manager of 
the Tacoma smelter, and Edward L. 
Newhouse. general manager of the 
American Smelting and Refining Com- 
pany, are at the St. Francis, and they 
had a conference today with the local 
manager of the trust. The plans for 
the contemplated new smelter are 
agreed on arid, with the exception of 
some details, the trust is prepared to go 
ahead with its construction. 

The Guggenheims and Rockefellers 
last year effected a huge combination, 
‘with a capital of $77,000,000, to control 
the smelter business of the country, 
and purchased the Seiby smelter, the 
Tacoma smelter, the smelter at Spo- 
kane, the one at Everett, Wash., and 
the Marysville (B. C.) smelter, last 
April. The trust also picked up prac- 
tically all the other independent smelt- 
ing and refining plants in the country, 
thus absolutely controlling the situa- 
tion. It bought two smelters building 
in Mexico, and absorbed the $3,000,000 
smeiter, under construction at the time, 
near Salt Lake City. 

The offictais of the Guggenheim trust 
are exceedingly reticent concerning the 
plans for a new smelter, one of them 
declaring that nothing would be done 
in regard to it for six months, while 
others declined to be interviewed at all. 
None of them denied that it was in- 
tended to erect a big smelter on the 
bay shore at some point, hereafter to 
be announced,

an interesting lecture on “San Pedro: 


Engineers’ and Architects’ Association 
of Southern California last night.

He traced the harbor’s history from 


“Two Years Before the Mast.“ 

In fact, Dana may be said to have 
been the original advocate of San Pe- 
dro as the natural harbor of Los An- 
geles, in 1836. He said it was a deso- 
late-looking place, being “the best 
place on the whdle coast for hides—the 
only port for a distance of eighty miles 
and about thirty miles in the interior 
was a fine plain country filled with 
herds of cattle in the center of which 


largest town in California—and several 
of the wealthiest missions; to all of 
which San Pedro was the seaport.” 
Dana describes how they had to take 
the hides to the cliff and throw them 
over. Mr. Miner figures that this cliff 
must have been just above Portuguese 
Bend. In those days, Dana described 
how the bay for a league out was filled 
with 2 the seas broke over 
Deadman’'s Island. 

Referring to the landing of Lieut.

“Accommodations for the mainten- 
ance and repairs of vessels have not 
been given the attention in American 
ports that they have received abroad.

The foreign trade, however, is 
still now almost entirely handled in 
iron ships and steamers, and the coast- 
ing trade will eventually be handled 
in the same class of vessels.

entific Struggle te the 
End. 


The Sacramento Bee of January 29 
says: The greater effort for the con- 
trol of pear blight which has grown 
out of the pear blight conference called 
by the Sacramento Valley Develop- 
ment Association, and held two weeks 
ago, began in, earnest today when the 
additional experts sent out by the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture began their labors in various por- 
tions of the Sacramento Valley. The 
last of the new men to arrive was 
George F. Miles, who reached this 
city last evening from Waco, Tex. 

This fight against pear blight is to 
be one of the greatest battles ever 


- waged by scientific men for the sailva- 


tion of a great industry. Prof. Merton 
B. Waite, of the Department of Agri- 


culture, the leading authority on pear 


blight and its treatment, is en route 
from Washington to personally direct 
the work which is now in charge of 


Prof. Waite’s assistant, Prof. W. M. 
Scott. and Prof. Ralph E. Smith, of 
the University of California. 

Twelve experts in plant diseases, 
representing the University of Call- 
fornia, and the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, are now in the 
field, and every effort will be made by 
this increased force to eradicate the 
pest in the principal pear-producing 
districts. It has been decided by Prof. 
Smith and Prof. Scott that for the 
present the efforts of the entire force 
will be directed toward making the 
work complete in the districts already 
undertaken, for success depends upon 
thoroughness.
